18-year-old 
Hungarian 
slate- 
pieker employed by the Markle com­ 
pany said that before the strike he 
received 85 cents, now he received 
only 75 cents a day. 
The company 
never notified him of the reduction, 
and he still does tne same work. 
He 
said the breaker boss who stands over 
the pickers often clubbed him, kicked 
him and swore at him for not picking 
slate faster. 
Mrs. Rate Burns of Jeddo was th**n 
called to the stand and told a story 
oi how’ she and her two boys worked 
thirteen years to pay off an accumu­ 
lated house rent and coal bill due the 
Markle 
company, 
the narration 
of 
whicu deeply interested the commis­ 
sioners. 
She said her husband was 
an engineer inside the Markle min -s. 
The husband was killed underground, 
leaving her with four children, the 
oldest of which was a boy of eight 
year** The company never offered her 
a penny, but the employes gave her 
about USO to defray the funeral ex­ 
penses. 
Aft' r h* r husband bad been 
killed, she moved from her four-room 
house into one containing only two, 
one room above the other, and for the 
next six years she struggled as best 
she could to get along. 
She took in 
washing, scrubbed for the neighbors 
and once in a while she w*as given 
work cleaning the offices of the Mar­ 
kle company. 
During these six years 
she said she kept her children at 
school, and as soon as the eldest was 
fourteen years old she sent him to the 
mines to help earn the daily bread. 
At the end of the first month the lad 
brought home his wage statement. 
showing that the mother owed $396 
for back rent. 
The boy's wages for 
the month had been taken off the bill 
and 
he 
came 
home 
empty-handed. 
She submited to this and in the course 
of time her next boy was old enough 
to help earn a living and he too was 
sent to the colliery. 
Like the older 
brother, th? second boy received no 
pay. his earnings being deducted for 
rent. Tears were by this time gather­ 
ing in the witness’ eyes, and when 
she added that the money she earned 
for cleaning the Markle office was 
never given her. but kept by the com- 
S pan> for rent, the commissioners look­ 
ed at one another in surprise. 
She 
said it took the three of them thirteen 
years to make up the debt, the moth­ 
er’s earnings from neighbors being the 
principal 
contribution 
toward 
the 
maintenance of the family. 
The debt 
was ck ared in August.

the Chinese were brought forth and

Admiral Sumner's 
objective was Mayaguez, Guayanilla, 
Ponce, Ensenada or Culebra. 
Under 
the rules the white squadron would 
win if it entered the port selected and 
worked for one hour laying mines be­ 
fore the arrival of a blue squadron 50 
per cent superior, or if it entered the 
harbor and completed the work of min­ 
ing before the arrival of a blue squad­ 
ron double Its strength. 
The white 
squadron would lose if it was Inter­ 
cepted by a superior force at sea. or 
within one hour after having anchored 
in the port selected. 
The commander of the blue squad­ 
ron was last reported at Wiequez Is­ 
land. where he will be advised of Ad­ 
miral Sumner’s victory.
